They came 
from Siam w hen they were about 
18. For several years they trav­ 
eled with circuses, but after mak­ 
ing enough money, they 
settled 
down here. 
In a double wedding April 15, 
1843, the twins married two sis- j 
ters, 
daughters 
of 
a 
minister, j 
Sarah and Adelaide Yates, Chang 
married Adelaide, by whom 
he 
had 10 children, and Eng married 
Sarah, by whom he had 12. 
The 
first 
children 
were born 
within three or four days of each 
other. 
The twins at first occupied 
jointly a large plantation. 
There 
was harmony in the house until 
the wives began to quarrel. 
Finally the 
families 
separated 
and lived about a mile and a half 
apart. 
The husbands would spend 
three days in one home, then three 
days in the other. The husband in 
whose home they were was 
the 
“boss”, and the other could only 
make suggestions. 
Late in their lives, Chang suf­ 


fered a stroke which left him par­ 
tially paralyzed and his brother 
had to half drag him around the 
rest of their lives. 
On January 12, 1872, Chang, be­ 
came ill with bronchitis at 
his 
home. 
When it came time to go 
to Eng’s house, Eng tried to per­ 
suade Chang to remain at Chang’s 
home. 
But the latter insisted

ar­ 
rangements.

Chang became worse at Eng’s

ened and could not wake Chang. 
He was dead.

derers. 
What a flurry of comment and 
compliment is caused, when homo 
made jellies are served! 
Their 
colors 
and 
imprisoned 
flavors 
bring summer to next 
winter s 
meals. 
They 
are

complement to breakfast’s butter­ 
ed toast and 
tea-time’s 
toasted 
muffins. 
They garnish the plat­ 
ter of cold meats or the roasted 
fowl; fill ribbon cakes, jelly rolls

well ventilated basem ent, that 
is 
¡free of undesirable odors such as 
Jeoal oil, paint, and onions, usually 
' offords the most desirable place in 
which to hold eggs until they are 
! delivered to the dealer. 


GARDEN-FRESH TOMATOES 
FOR WINTER APPETIZER 


i 
Firm, fresh tom atoes at C hrist - 
| mas, and for that m atter all win- 
I ter long, is a delicacy Southeast 
M issourians seldom have w ithout 
paying exorbitant prices for them 
By going to a little trouble and 
very little expense, every one who 
j has a garden may have fresh, ripe, 
firm tomatoes at any 
tim e 
ho 
wishes, all w inter long. 
The rec­ 


ipe came to us from East Texas. 
A solid box or barrel, 
enough 
waxed paper to wrap the desired 
amount of tomatoes, and ,a quan­ 
tity of whole cotton seed are the j 
“ingredients" of this recipe. 
First cover the bottom of the | 
barrel or box with a thin layer of 
cotton seed, then pack the tom a­ 
toes, GREEN and securely w rap­ 
ped in the waxed paper, making 
sure that each tomato is entirely 
surrounded by cotton seed. 
When 
the barrel is filled, 
cover 
over 
with about two inches of cotton 
seed and store in a cool place, 
j 
Remove the waxed papqr and j 
place the tomatoes on a kitchen! 
or back porch shelf two or three 
day* before they are to be used, 
to give them tim e to ripen. 
They 
will be as firm and full-flavored 
us in mid-sum m er. 
Most “tomato preservers” w ait 
until the growing season is about 
over before putting away the w in­ 
ter’s supply, but don't w ait 
too 
long, because it is best to have 
pel feet, unspecked tomatoes.

eggs bring the most money 
and 
find quickest sale. 
Many eggs are reduced in qual­ 
ity w'hile they

This is due to the fact that 
the tem perature of the laying hen 
is norm ally 106 degrees Fahren­ 
heit.

Late in their lives, Chang suf­ 


fered a stroke which left him par­ 
tially paralyzed and his brother 
had to half drag him around the 
rest of their lives. 
On January 12, 1872, Chang, be­ 
cam e ill with bronchitis at 
his 
home. 
When it came tim e to go 
to Eng’s house, Eng tried to per­ 
suade Chang to remain at Chang’s 
home. 
But the latter insisted 
an 
carrying out 
their 
m arital 
a r­ 
rangem ents. 
Chang became worse at Eng's 
house. 
At daybreak, Eng aw ak­ 
ened and could not wake Chang. 
He was dead. 
Eng then said, with 
a sigh:

He soon felt a feeling of suffo­ 
cation and 
gradually 
he 
grew 
weaker. 
In about two hours he 
was dead. 
If a doctor had been 
present, it is believed the tissue 
connecting them could have been 
severed and Eng's life saved. 
The death of Eng was attrib u t­ 
ed to “fright”.

His men swore by him 
when 
they w ere at the front and are still his most loyal supporters. It is now Col. 
Trum an of the Officers Reserve. 
Col. Trum an has always been a student 
of history and of wars. 
His m ilitary hero is General Robert E. Lee. 


About twelve years ago he ran for Judge of the County Court for the 
Eastern district, the country district of Jackson County. 
He was nom inated 
and elected on the Democratic ticket, m aking his fight outside the faction­ 
al m achine politics. In 1926 an unusual thing happened. The county which 
includes Kansas City qominated and elected Judge Trum an 
as 
presiding 
judge of the County Court. Selection of a presiding judge from the country 
district is a very unusual thing in this big county of 480,000 people, 400,000 
of w'hom live in the city. 


Again effective service caused his re-election for a 
second 
four-year 
term . As county judge. Col. T rum an planned a county system of highways. 
Nobody expected that the taxpayers would vote the bonds but they did. At 
two elections the total bond issue for roads w’as ten million 
dollars. 
The 
county w ith this money built a system of concrete slabs criss-crossing the 
county so that no farm is more than three miles from a slab road. 
There 


are no tin bridges left in Jackson C ounty, beautiful 
concrete 
structures 
carrying well engineered roads. 
T his ten m illion dollars in contracts was 
expended w ithout a single sm ell of graft. The low' bidder got the contracts, 
the work was inspected by hardboiled engineers and the roads were 
built 
according to specifications. 


Jackson C ounty needed new courthouses in Kansas City and Independ­ 
ence and voted four and a half m illion dollars 
for 
this purpose. 
Judge 
Trum an visited every S tate house and courthouse in the country which has 
a m odern public building. 
T he resulting plans are now taking form in the 
new K ansas City buiuding, which will be the most modem and best equip­ 
ped courthouse in the country. 
The Independence Courthouse is attracting 
deserved attention and praise. These contracts were also let and the bu d d ­ 
ings constructed w ithout political graft. 


Judge T rum an has been for years chairman of the Old Trails Road As­ 
sociation and has travelled from Balitimore to California over the historic 
route and has seen much of this distance paved and historic 
m onum ents 
erected from coast to coast. 


His election as the candidate to carry the Democratic banner from this 
section of Missouri was logical and came inevitably after other 
available 
m en had been considered. 
It is true that he w ill have the support of the 
K ansas City organization. 
There is not a candidate in the list wrho would 
refuse that support. There is nothing a U nited States senator could do for 
the m achine, the place carries no particular patronage and if by any chance 
any m achine should demand service from Judge T rum an which ought not 
to be given they wo did not get it. 


We do not subscribe to the idea that the m em bers of the United States 
Senate should be selected geographically. Yet w e do believe we should have 
two members of the Senate from M issouri, not two men speaking w ith the 
same voice. 


The country districts can vote for Judge Trum an as one of their own 
and as one who will faithfully represent all sections of his State 
in 
the 
United States Senate w'here thinkers are needed and where men of conscience 
stand for w hat they believe.—The Independence Exam iner.
